(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication 
in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application: Those rules shall apply to tho post specified 
in column 1 of tho Schedule annexed in these rules, 

3. Number of the posts, its classification and scale of pay: 
The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc: Tho 
method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 
13 of the Schedule aforesaid; 


Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruit- 
ment in column 6 of the said Schedule may be relaxed in the case 
of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Caste, Scheduled Tribes 
or other special categories of persons in accordance with orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time. 

J. Disqualifications: No person, 

(a) who was entered into or contrated a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has enteied into or contracted 
a matriage with any person 

shall bo eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the ope- 
ration of this rule. 

6. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to bo provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard. 

7. Power to relax: Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation 
with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons,

G.S.R. 1219.— Tn exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes the following rules, regulating the method of 
recruitment to Class 111 posts in the National Buildings 
Organisation under the Ministry of Works and Housing, 
namely ; — 

1, Short title and commencement.— -(i) These rules may be 
called the National Buildings Organisation (Class Iff posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1973. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 


5. Disqualification. — No person : — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living ; or 


t.b) who, having, a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post; Provided 
that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to 
the marriage and that there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 


2. Application. — These rules shall apply for recruitment 
to the post as specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed 
hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The 

number of posts, their classification, and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc . — 
The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limits, 
qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid, 


6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 


7. “Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this re- 
gard”.

G.S.R. 1223. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3E read with section 7 of the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund, Family Pension and Bonus Schemes Act, 1948 (46 
of 1948) the Central Government hereby makes the follow- 
ing scheme further to amend the Coal Mines Family Pen- 
sion Scheme 1971, namely : — 

1. (1) This Scheme may be called the Coal Mines Family 
Pension (Third Amendment) Scheme, 1973, 


(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publica- 
tion in the official gazette. 

2, In the Coal Mines Family Pension Scheme for para- 
graph 8, the following paragraph shall be substituted, 
namely : — 


“8. Computation of period of contribution towards the 
Family Pension Fund : — For the purpose of com- 
putation of the period of contribution towards the 
Family Pension Fund, every week, fortnight or 
month, as the case may be, for which there is 
some contribution to the Fund, shall be regarded 
as whole week, fortnight or month, as the case 
may be. In the case of weekly paid members, the 
number of weeks for which there is contribution in 
the Fund shall be divided by four and in the case 
of fortnightly members, the number of fortnights 
for which there is contribution in the Fund shall 
be divided by two to arrive at the number of 
months for which contribution towards the Family 
Pension Fund has been paid. Fraction of a month 
so determined shall be rounded off by treating half 
or more as a complete month and disregarding 
fraction less than half.”
